EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASITINGTON, Au- 
gust 11, 8:30 a. M.—The President passed an 
exceedingly good night, sleeping sweetly, 
with but a few short breaks, and awakening 
refreshed this morning ata later hour than 
usual. Atthe morning dressing, just com- 
pleted, it was found that the deeper parts of 
the wound had been emptied spontaneously. 
The quantity of pus secreted is beginning to 
diminish. Its character and the appearance 
of the wound are healthy. His temperature 
shows an entire absence of fever this morn- 
ing, and his pulse, which is less frequent 
than yesterday, isimprovingin quality. At 
presentit is 100, temperature 98, respira- 
tion 1%. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN, 12:50 P.M. 

SXECUTIVE MANSION, August 11., 12:50 
p.m.—The President is doing well to-day.! Be- 
sides a liberal supply of liquid nourishment 
at regular intervals, he has taken for break- 
fast with evident relish, an increased quanti- 
ty of solid food. He continues free from fever. 
His skin is moist but without undue perspir- 
ation.

Most Hopetul. 

WASHINGTON, August 11.—The bulletin 
issued at 12:30 to-day showed that the Pres- 
ident has fairly recovered from the effects of 
the last operation. The doctors counted 
upon his rallying this morning and they have 
not been disappointed. The President’s 
condition to-day is more than gratifying. He 
is more cheerful than ever 
before. His appetite 13 excellent 
This morning he asked to be propped 


up in bed. He was propped up and remained 
in that position nearly all the morning. Dr. 
Bliss said at 1 o’clock that every expectation 
of the surgeons had been realized; that the 
President to-day was much better than the 
Doctors had expected, and that he was satis- 
fied nowthatthe wound will not give any 
more trouble. Everything is now most 
assuring. The President’s condition is cer- 
tainlv most hopeful, andthe doctors no long- 
er feel any fear about him. 


In High Glee. 

NEW YORK, August 11.—A dispatch from 
Washington says in the assembly of surgeons 
this morning, at the White House, the feel- 
ing may be described as one Of glee. 
They fee) an absolute. certainty that 
every gain the President made 
hereafter will be firmly held. Whenthe 
morning dressing was made to-day it was 
found the drainage had been perfect, dur- 
ing the night all the pus having come 


away. Thisleft the edges and wall ofthe 
wound collapsed and offered an opportunity 
for healing, which did not exist previous to 
the recent incision. The surgeons now 
look for a speedy abatement 
of the afternoon fevers, and expect they 
will disappear entirely before this time next 
week. It is safe to say that no hour since 
the President was prostrated has 
there been among those compe- 
tent to know as great confidence 
in speedy convalescence. It is believed sev- 
eral official acts will be performed by him 
during the next fewdays. There is in the 
lest one pardon which justice demands and 
an appointment inthe Navy Department.

The Bullet’s Location Still Unknown. 
Dr. Hamilton toa N. Y. Sun Reporter. 
‘*Why did you not cut for the ball?” 
‘*Because we do not know absolutely its 
situation. The symptoms all point to its be- 
ing in the right iliac fossa, behind the intes- 
tines, but outside the peritoneal cavity. Yet 
of this fact we are not absolutely certain, and 
we think it would pve very bad surgery to cut 
for it until we know its situation positively. 
I think it is Butler in his ‘Hudibras’ who 
says, ‘Shall a man be dissected to see what 
partis disaffected?” Now,if any one has an 
idea that We can reach that ball through the 


track through which it entered | can only re- 
ply that we have never been able to fellow 
the whole length of the track with any in- 
strument, however flexible. The supposed 
situation of the ball is fully twelve or fifteen 
inches from the point of § entrance 
and although a great many ingenious instru- 
ments have been devised for following tracks 
through which balls have passed, every expe- 
rienced surgeon would know that to follow 
such a track, with irregular narrowings and 
widenings in its course, and successfully re- 
move the ball in this direction, is totally im- 
practicable. I have received half a dozen let- 
ters from fp covenpen inthe various parts of 
the United States suggesting that it be re- 
movedjby suction witb an air pump, they for- 
getting that the track of the ball probably is 
much smaller than the bail itself, and that 
the atmospheric pressure or supposed gic- 
tion would act quite as much upon the sides 
of the yielding canal! as upon its exirensthy.

Lost Sixty Pounds of Flesh. 
Washington Special to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The effect of this operation has been a 

&teady increase of pulse and temperature, 
and with no sin of a rally, as yet, from the 
shock. The doctors seem, ina sense, to be 
trusting to luck. Notwo of them seem to 
diagnose the ease, alike. On the identical 
cay the second operation was performed Dr. 
Bliss, the leading physician in charge of the 
case, stated that he had no apprehension 
a second pus cavity would be formed. In 


this view he was joined by his associate, 
Dr, Reyburn. Dr. Agnew, before leav- 
ing for Philadelphia, expressed the opinion 
that the unfavorable conditions now noted 
would continue throughout all of to-day, and 
possibly all of to-morrow, but by Thursday 
he expected decided improvement. His view 
of the treatment of the case has been heroic 
allthe Way through. Thereis no doubt were 
he actually sure of the location of the bullet 
thathe would make one more operation with 
the knife, and that would be to remove it. 
While the doctors think they have located 
the ball, they are not by any means certain 
just where it is. 

The effect of the anzsthetic given the Presi- 
dent has been to disturb the gastric juices of 
the stomach, and it is with difficulty nourish- 
ment of any kind is retained. No solid food 
has been givenhim for forty-eight hours, 
and but little liquid, although it is officially 
announced that he takes his nourishment 
with relish. Those outside ofthe case de- 
clare that the administration of nourishment 
to the sick man is only mechanical, and that 
- would take a paper of tacks ifit were given 
him. ° : 

The great danger now is that there may be 
a succession of pus cavities at intervals of 
ten days or afortnight, and that death ma 
ensue from sheer exhaustion. When suc 
cavities do form there is but one way to treat 
them, and that with a knife. The President 
is not in a condition to stand much more sur- 
gery, and vet there is no other mode ef relief, 
save bh the knife, to  esca 
blood-poisoning, which would necessarily 
prove fatal. The operation of yester- 
day lasted over an hour. No details other 
than those purely technical leak from the sick- 
room. Itis true that the doctors to-day say 
that the wound is now discharging without 
the use of the drainage tube, and that lint 
only is used to keep it open. This may be 
because the incision has been made wide 
enough, deep enough and long enough to re- 
lieve suppuration without the use of any arti- 
ticial appliances. 

While there is no immediate cause for 
alarm, it stands to reason and common sense 
that if there is not a favorable turn by Thurs- 
day, as Dr. Agnew happily anticipates, the 
President can not bear up much longer under 
the affliction with which he is now beset. He 
has no appetite, receives no nourishment 
which gives bim strength, and day by day is 
gradually wasting away in tissue. Since the 
shooting be has lost nearly sixty pounds.

Swect Nancy of the Mill! Rolling Mill Owners Make War to the 
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IRISH LIFE, 
' Miscarriage of Justice and Dearth 
of Cenvictions-—-Court Humor. 
Cork Letter in New York Herald. 

“Not guilty.*’ The foreman gave the ver- 
dict, the jury nodded assent and settled back 
in their seut satisfied that they had done their 
duty. The stern old Judge, usually calm and 
unmoved, flushed till his face matched his 
scarlet judicial robes; the barristers exchang- 
ed glances of profound astonishment and then 
daughed: the prisoners arose to depart free 
men, relieved and happy, while the audience 
burst into a cheer which made 
the hot and stuffy court room 
ring. “Not guilty!” The house of 
Jeremiah Looney at Caberanne,couaty Kerry, 
had been attacked at midnight by an armed 
and disguised party. The alarm had been 
given and Maurice Moriarty had been captur- 
ed red-handed, so to speak, with blacked face 
and disguised ciothing—caught on the spot 
and held fromthat night to this morning. 
And yet the jury, disreguarding the evidence, 
disregarding the Judge’s solema charge, un- 
blushingiy acquitted the prisoner. Such a 
ease may give a stranger an idea of the state 
of feeling existing in Ireland toward the es- 
tablished laws. ‘Trial by jurvis on its own 
trial in this country, and it will not be sur- 
prising if that cherished institution is for a 
time suspended. 

Larrived in Limerick to attend the trials 
going on there and happened to travel by the 
same train which bore Judge Barry—perhaps 
the ablest, certainiv the most amiable and 

opular Justice upon the Irish bench. As 
the train entered the station I noticed thirty 
or forty fully armed constabularymen drawn 
up onthe platform. The Sheriffs awaited 
with, bare reads to = reecive his Lordship, and 
after a rapid greeting moved out tothe street, 
the police forming )cfore and behind them. 
At the entrance were drawn up a dozen 
of the Scots Girevs, with their 
carbines resting on the pommels 
of their saddles, and «+ soon as the Judve had 
entered his carriagejihc cavalcade moved up 
the street taward the Court house. The 
crowd surrounding the station was a small 
one, and was mostly vathered by the pres- 
ence of the Greys, Whose murtial appearance 
and prancing steeds were not beneath the 
furiosity of Limerick idiers. This wuard 
for Judge Barry micht not have been neces- 
sarv, but in consequence of the hostility 
shown to several ofthe Judges last winter a 
strong guard is furnished to all 
their Jordships while on circuit. At all events 
it seemed to me that the law needed a great 
deal of vindicating in Limerick when its 
anointed dispenser had to be surrounded by 
bayonets three deep. Arriving at the Court- 
nouse, I found « motiey crowd of people of 
both sexes and all aves who awaited the com- 
ing of the Judge with mingled feelings of cu- 
riosity and contempt. ‘lhe court-room was 
erowded, too, and was half full of police. 
There were a number of barristers from Dub- 
lin, who, briefless as vet in the metropolis, 
were trying their wings in country courts. 

From Limerick the Judges and barristers 
proceeded to Tralec. tiere the full effects of 
the agitation had been felt, and evidences of 
it were plain enough. It was found that 
«rimes of all kinds had increased considera- 
bly since spring, and the compensation made 
by the grand jury to persons whose property 
had been maliciously burned or injured dur- 
ing the past three months was alone nearly 
$6,000, and it was shown that the extra 
eharges for additional policeto preserve quiet 
were averaging about 4,000 a month, both of 
the above accounts being levied on the par- 
ishes where the outrages had taken place and 
where the police were needed. There were 
many cases up for trial, but there were hardly 
apy convictions. One of the most remarkable 
cases was the trial of four farmers named Mi- 
ehael Teahan, Patrick Teahan, Thade Tea- 
han and Thade Riordan for entering the house 
of John Poweil at Ballinakilla about one 
O'clock inthe morning, when it was almost 
light, and dragging him out of bed and cut- 
ting off one of his ears. Both Powell and his 
wife recognized the men, for they made no at- 
om pene disguise themselves, and were, in- 
deed, neighbors of the wounded man. The 
four men were dulv arrested and the evidence 
was conclusive. But 80 great was the terror- 
ism existing that Mrs. Powell recanted and 
said she could not identify the men, sothat her 
husband’s word had to be taken, for he was 
made of sterner stuff and swore to the 
identity of the prisoner. I quote his testi- 
mony briefly: *‘My name is John Dowell: I 
am living at the police batrack, as itis not 
safe for me to live at my home; onthe nizht 
in question my door was broken in; the pris- 
oners dragged me out into the yard; ene of 
them kicked me and knocked me on the 
knees; Thade Teghan put my head down and 
then my ear was cutoff: my wife was calling 
out at the time that Michael Teahan was 
striking her; after my ear was cut the men 
ran away; Thade Teahun was the last to go: 
I saw them all plainly, and had full opportu- 
nity of knowing them; I was under suspicion 
of having paid my rent.’”’ 

Then came the defence. As usual there 
was analibi or rather a cloud of §alibis. 
There is always a funcral, a wake, a party or 
something at which the prisoners are pres- 
ent. This time it was sickness in the family, 
a common dodge, for it keeps the witnesses 
up all nightand they can swear, therefore, 
that the prisoners were not out of the house 
allthe time. Michael! Grittin had a sick child, 
and Michael Teahan and his wife stayed up 
all nicht with Griffin attending the sick child. 
His door was locked, and be (Griffin) had the 
xey in his pocket all the time, so that Michael 
Teahan could pot have gone out. 
Curiously, he had never locked his 
door before, and more curiously, 
no doctor or medicine was got, thouchb the 
child was sosick thatthree or four people 
were up watching it. Then Johanna Riordan, 
the daughter of Thade Riordan, swore that 
her father was not out that night. His cow 
was sick and he was tending to it ali night. 
, The witness swore she did not go to sleep all 

night, although she wasin bed. She aiways 
slept before that night and always since, but 
that night she did not sleep and she saw her 

erevery moment of the time. Another 
witness was > all night with Thade Teahan, 
atter’s daughter, who was ill. 

Thade Teahan did not 

zo out all night. This last alibi was 
too much for the court. A sick child, a sick 
daughter and asick cow was going just a 
little too far for even an Irish Judge, and His 
Lordship said, rather sharply, that he would

CADET WHITTAKER’S CASE. 
Iie Says that He Will Fight the Case 
to the Bitter End. 

From the New lLork World. 

A dispatch from Washington yesterday an- 
nounced that the report of the court- 
martial in the Whittaker case was 
being revised for submission to the President. 
The essence of the verdict, it was stated, was 
the finding of Whittaker guilty of committing 
the alleged outrage on himself, with the rec- 
ommendation that he be dismissed the ser- 
vice. The trial, which is the first of the na- 
ture on record, cost the Government nearly 
$25,000, 

Cadet Whittaker was seen last night at the 
residence of John F. Quaries, the colored 
lawyer, at Flushing, L. 1. He looked fat and 
hearty, and seemed to be in excellent spirits. 
His hair. which has grown long, was neatly 
combed, and many of his freckles had disap- 
peared. His general appearance was that of 
a young man who was thoroughly enjoying 
his summer vacation. 

**T haven't heard of anything new in con- 
nection with my trial. I received a letter 

esterday from Prof. Greenough, who is at 
Vashington, but he mentioned nothing about 
any verdict. It will be along time before 
that is arrived at. The papers must ge from 
the court to the Judge Advocate-General, 
thence to the Secretary of War, and finally to 
the President. I donot fear forthe result. 
l am young, strong and ambitious, and I in- 
tend to fight this to the bitter end. If justice 
is done I will never be proven guilty.” 

**Are you still a cadet?’ 

‘Well, yes; a ‘second-class’ 
lauchingly replied. 

**You are not under arrest?’ 

“No, nor have I been since the order of 
arrest Was served on me at West Point in 
May, 1880. During the trial Gen. Miles never 
circumscribed my liberty.

Infernal Machine Scare.

Knife Against the Union. 
From tbe Cincinnati Gazette. 


Animpertant congress of the owners of 


nearly every rolling mill west of Pittsburg 
was held this morning at the office of Mitchell, 
Tranter & Co., John Mitchell presiding, .J. 
L. Pfau acting as secretary. The following 
decisive preamble and resolution were unani- 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS, We, the proprietors of said roll- 
ing mills, whose operations have been recent- 
ly suspended, in view of the fact that, in our 
opinion, gross abuses have been perpetrated 
by the Amalgamated Assuciation of Iron and 
Steel Workers against the interest and pros- 
perity of our respective establishments in 
consequence of unreasonable and extortion- 
ate demands for wages largely in excess of those 
paid by our chief competitors in trade, and 
by reason of the total failure of said associa 
tion, which now seeks to control all skilled 
labor, to guarantee to our establishments the 
same rights, privilegesand immunities voucl.- 
sated to other manufacturers prosecuting 
the same line of trade, and bv reason, 
furthermore, that, under the administration 
of that association, we have been prac- 
tically denied the rights to which we are ad- 
mittedly entitled—ot controlling our business 
and regulating the product of our mills; for 
the further reason that efforts to re-establish 
our business by the employment of compe- 
tent non-unionists, wilting and ready toaccede 
to the terms and prices now in force throuzh- 
out the entire country, have been frustrated 
by misrepresentation, violence and intimida- 
tion; be it 

REsolved, That in the future we pay only 
Pittsburg prices for skilled labor in all de- 
partments of our rolling mills, and will only 
employ non-union workmen. 

It is believed by those who attended the 
meeting that this energetic action on the 
part‘of the mill owners will effectually end 
the strike. 

One of the most prominent mill owners, 
when questioned as to the immediate cause 
of the action of the meeting, replied: 

‘*Well, the cause was not immediate. We 
have been consulting over this matter for 
some weeks. Our experience in bringing men 
from Baltimore, Vhiladelphia and other 
0ints taught us that there were large num- 
one of non-union men unemploved, and we 
just determined that we would not allow our 
capital and interests to be subject to the dic- 
tation of a consolidation of unreasonable men 
any longer.’’ 

“Then the action of the meeting was in- 
dorsed by all present?’ 

‘**Yes, sir. The meeting was a unit. 
mill west of Pittsburg was represented either 
by the owners or proxies. We are suffering 
for supplies, but such is the feeling in the 
matter that one large dealer said to us to-day, 
‘Weil, we have been patient, and are at the 
last extremity to fill our orders, but I hope 
and pray that you will succeed so that we 
may know just where we stand and what to 
expect in the future.’ The C., H. & D. Rail- 
road has been waiting for at least six weeks 
for a peculiar make of bridge bolts to com- 
plete a structure now under way, but have 
found it impossible to get the order filled, 
though it is a handsome and paying one, any- 
where in the country.’’ 

‘‘How will this affect the market?” 

‘“*Well, prices have been advancing ever 
since the strike began, and when we do get 
torunning we shall have more than we can 
do, occasioning great loss both now and then; 
but it was the only way we had of protecting 
ourselves, and the action of the strikers pre- 
cipitated the thing. Tovgive vou an idea of 
their dictatorial spirit, one man left a certain 
mill about a week or so ago to go to some out 
of the way job until the strike was over. Hlis 
union immediately called a meeting and de- 
termined to hold the place for him just as 
though they owned the mill.” 

‘“‘How many strikers do you suppose there 
are in this district?’’ 

‘*From 2,000 to 2,200,” 

‘How about the mill now running in’ Ful- 
ton?’ 

‘*They are in a peculiar position there and 
are not affected by the strike, nor de they 
have any effect upon the market here, asthey 
manufacture specialties only in the way of 
large boiler plates. Itis a large concern and 
has a great deal of capital invested, but while 
working union men are not in opposition to 
Us, as they arenotconcerned as to the final 
outcome of the business at issue.” 


“You intend that it shall be war tothe 
knife ?”’ 

“Yes, war to the knife—Pittsburg prices 
and non-union men.’ ”’ 

A meeting of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers of this dis- 
trict was heldin Newport yesterday to eon- 
sidcr the existing condition of affairs and the 
outlook for the future, Mr. James Gaunt 
acting as presiding oflficer of the meeting. 
There were present the men from Covington, 
Cincinnati and Newport and delegates from 
Terre Haute, Ind., Aurora, Ind., and Ports- 
mouth, ©. 

Several hours were occupied in discussion, 
in which nearly all the members took part. 

The committees of the different vranches 
of workmen who were appointed for the 
papers reported unanimously in favor of 
sticking to their present demands, even if the 
strike would have to be continued a year 
longer, and against any agreement with the 
manufacturers having any other basis of set- 
tlement than thaf offered at the late joint 
conference in Cincinnati. The reports were 
adopted. 

A member from the Portsmouth, O., dele- 
gation stated that oue of the mill proprietors 
there had announced himself ready to pay 
the wages asked if the men wou!d dissolve 
their connection with the association, 

It is stated that some of the men favored 
making some step toward an agreement with 
théir employers, but if so, they are over- 
whelmingly in the minority, and are not 
eager in the face of the o sition to 
speak out their sentiments. The decisive 
report of the committees must be taken as ex- 
pressing at least the determination of a large 
wajority of the skilled workmen, and as their 
wishes are certain to prevail, no prospect of 
any early settlement under the circum- 
stances can be hoped for. About thirteen 
men, employes of the Queen City Malleable 
W orks, struck yesterday morning. The men 
were well satisfied with their wages, but 
want the removal of their foreman, Jemes 
Haley, whothev claimis not familiar with 
their work, demanding fromthem at times 
more labor than they are physically able to 
perform. The shop is not a union shop.

PROF. PASTEUR is continuing his experi- 
ments in ahimal vaccination in England. It 
is known that France alone loses $4,000,000 
worth of live stock annually from splenic 
fever, and other European countries are 
equally unfortunate. In one experiment fifty 
sheep were inoculated with virulent anthra- 
coid mithrobe. Halfof them had been vac- 
cinated and resisted the disease, and the 
twenty-five unvaccinated ones all died. In 
the neighborhood of Paris 30,000 
animals have been’ vaccinated, and 
the remedy has spread in every 
direction, The history of inoculation asa 
remedy isa curious one, like nearly every 
other great discovery. It originated in China 
centuries ago. They first discovered the fact 
that inocculated small-pox was milder than 
the natural variola, and propagated the dis- 
ease by inserting a variolous crust or a piece 
of linen from the clothing of an infected per- 
son into the nostrils of the patient. The idea 
traveled to Europe in 1701, whenit became 
common in Constantinople, and Lady MARY 
WORTLEY MONTAGUE was inoculated in 
1722. JENNER’S discovery of theethcacy of 
cow-pox was only an improvement on the 
original treatment. Inoculation has proved 
its rightto existasa remedy bothin man 
and the lower animals. Small-pox and 
splenic fever are not the only diseases which 
it prevents, but organic changes may be pro- 
duced in the blood which will make it resist 
all of the variola class of poisons. 


TUERE are fifteen murderers in our jail 
to-day. We ventureto assert that there is 
not a city in the United States or the world— 
we say this deliberately and after inquiry— 
that has fifteen murderers in jail at any one 
time. We do not except New York, Paris, or 
even London, the population of whichis ten 
times as large as that of St. Louis. If any of 
the legal gentlemen who are so indignant 
about the course of this paper on the murder 
question can correct any of these assertions, 
our columns are at their disposal. But the 
average time of trying or _ disposing 
of a murderer in this city is longer 
than in any city of the world, 
civilized or uncivilized. Why, CHASTINE 
Cox, in New York City, was tried and exe- 
cuted within three months after his crime! 
The simple fact that at this day there are 
fifteen murderers in our jail, not counting 
those that are out on bail, those that escape 
altogether or those that are only charged with 
murderinthe second derree, shows that law 
and justice in this city are in a condition thatis 
both disgraceful and dangerous to any civil- 
ized community.

Convention. 


Refunding of the Debt Explained 
by Secretary Windom. 


NIAGARA Fats, August 11.—The Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association resumed its session 
to-day. Thomas Henry, of Mobile, the pre- 
siding chairman, made a humorous speech, 
and the Rev. JohnS. Bacon offered prayer, 
closing with an earnest supplication for the 
recovery of President Garfield. 

The first paper read was that on “Govern- 
ment Finances,’’? by Secretary Windom. It 


was read by the secretary of the association. 
The address is an interesting document, 
dealing carefully with the_ subject 
of the reduction of the National debt by re- 
funding at three and one-half per cent. Geo. 
S. Cooke, President of the Executive Council, 
read an adtresson ‘**What shall be thecur- 
rency of the future?” The paper was a care- 
ful review of the financial outlook and was 


well read. 
WINDOM’S LETTER. 

The following is Secretary Windom’s let- 
ter to the Bankers’ Convention: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, . 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 1. } 
To GEORGE MARSLAND, Esq., Corresponding 

Secretary of the American Bankers’ Asso- 

ciation, Niagra Falls: 

Sirn—I have to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of June 30, i881, inviting me to 
be present at the annual convention of your 
association to be held at Niagara Falls the 
10th, 11th and 12th insts., and to give to the 
convention a sketch of the funding operations 
of the Government since the incoming 
of the present Administration. I regret 
that circumstances will not permit me to ac- 
cept your invitation to be present, and as the 
funding operations to which you refer are not 
quite completed, no precise statement of the 
transactions can yet be given. It may be 
stated, however, that when I entered upon 
the duties of my present position, in 
March iast,I found that of the bonded indebt- 
edness of the Government there were of five 
percent bonds, redeemable atthe optioniof the 
Goverment after Mav 1, 1881, the amount of 
$469,520.650, of Which the amount of $146,101,- 
400 was represented by coupon bonds; and of 
six per cent bonds, redeemable at 
the option of the Government 
after July 1, 1881, the amount of $202,266,550, 
of which $45,391,000 was represented 
by coupon bonds.. Only the coupons for the 
quarterly interest falling due May 1, 1881, 
remained upon the coupon five per cents, and 
none upon the six per cents, the next semi- 
annualinterest on which would fall due on 
July 1,1881. The refunding act, by which it 
was proposed to retire all of 
these bonds, and to issue therefor 
bonds bearing alower rate of interest with 
several years torun before the Government 
had the option of payment, after having re- 
ceived much consideration by Congress dur- 
ing the last session, had failed to become a 
law, andthe only resources of the Govern- 
ment to meet the maturing 
obligations were the surplus revenues 
and the amount of $104,652,200 four per cen‘ 
bonds, being a part of those issued by the 
act of July 14, 1870, and Janaary 20, 1871, and 
remaining unissued. These resources were 
not sufficient to all 
the maturing bonds, and owing to 
the length of time which such 
four per cent bonds had to run before matur- 
ity it was not deemed advisable to issue more 
of the loan if such issue could well be avoid- 
ed. While there was no imperative necessity 
for providing for the registered 
bonds of the maturng loans, this plan was 
needed to meetthe interest payments onthe 
coupon bonds, and there seemed to 

€ no practicable method of 
meeting these payments, somewhat 
a considerable expense to the Government as 
well as to the holders of the bonds. Fnally to 
meetthe demands of the public creditors, 
and at the’ sume time to avoid the 
calling of an extra session of Con- 
gress, Which seemed to be the only 
other alternative, a plan *was matured 
which has been put in operation to-day and 

has- proved successful. Under this plan on 
April 11 there was called for absolute pav- 
ment on July 1, 1881, the small loan of ,}083,- 

200, bearing six per cent interest, and 
known as the Oregon war debt, and at the 
same time for payment on the 
same date the six percent loans act of July 
i7and August 5, 1861, amounting to $140,- 

344,650, and act of March 3, 1863, amounting 
to $55,145,750, but to the holders of the bonds 

of the two latter loans permission 
to have their bonds continued at the pleasure 
of the Government with interest at the rate 
of 3‘: per cent per annum, provided they 
should so request and the bonds should be 
received by the Treasury for that purpose on 
or before the 10th day of May, 
1881, and in case of ithe coupon 
bonds registered stock of the same loan 

should pe issued therefor. The 6 per cent 
bonds to be continued were promptly 
received in large amounts and new registered 
ones issued therefor, with the fact of their 

continuance stamped on theirg§face, but it 
was subsequentiy deemed advisable to 

extend the time for the receipt of the old 
ones to May 20, 1861. Itwas also found that 
the foreign holders of the six per cent bonds 

were inclined to dispose of their in- 
vestments rather than to send 
them to the Treasury @r exchange | 
and the immediate payment of so many 
bonds abroad being likely to cause a drain 
of coin from this country, the exchange of 
the bonds in London was established. This 
plan for continuing the sixes has proved en- 
tirely satisfactory, there having been pre- 
sented in due time for continuance 
at = 32 per cent. interest the 
amount of $178,055,150, leaving to 
be paid from the surplus revenues $24,211,- 
400, for which the Teasu had ample 
resources.

THE GRAIN GROWL. 


Protesting Wheat Dealers Worry 
the Exchange Directors. 


What the President Hasto Say Abont 
the Standards. 


The question of the grain grades has by no 
means been settled on ’Change by the refus 4! 
of the Board of Directors to review their a c- 
tion. To-day excited Knots of men were 
gathered on all corners of the floor talking 
earnestly about the one topic of the day, 
which has for al] of them an absorbing in- 
terest. Quite a number of gentiemen gath- 
ered about Mr. Chas, Orthwein, who was 
talking to Mr. McEnnis upon the subject,'and 
listened to his exposition of the exporters’ side 
of the debate. Mr. Orthwein used chieily the 
arguments already given by himself and others 


inthe Post-DIsPpATCH. Mr. McEnnis stated 
his position in the matter thus to a reporter 
this morning: ‘“*The Board of Directors have 
linanimously resolved to make these new 
grades after careful consideration of both 
sides of the question, and sofar I fail to see 
any reason why the grades should be 
changed.” 

‘‘They claim that you have not as_ hitherto 
protected private contracts?" 

“Thatis a mistake. Itis a rule of the. Fx- 
change that the grade shall be fixed at least 
once a vear, and those buying and selling 
must count this change of grade in asone ef 
the ordinary chances of trade. Whenenough 
of the new grain is in to enablethe inspectors 
to form ‘a judgment on the 
crop the grades are tixed so 
as to divide it into so many proportions. The 
new No. 2is based upon that judgment, and 
as the new crop is worse than the old, and it 
is lower, it is also made to rate with the 
grades of other grain markets. You must 
recollect that the buyer is not the only per- 
son to be protected: the seller has rights too. 
If I sell vou September wheat I expect to sel! 
you new wheat subject to the new grades 
which wiil rule the new crop. 
Supposing the grades were not chang- 
ed, and we inspected the new 
crop up to theold grades, those who sold 
No. 2 would not be ableto deliver at all, be- 
cause there would not be enough of the grade 
to fill the sales. 

‘‘There would be none of this outcry from 
the longsif the wheat had been graded up 
instead of down. Anditis all nonsense to 
talk of losing money on these contracts, be- 
cause they could seli out to-day and realize 
handsome profits. You must remem- 
ber tbat the directory of this Exchange 
cannot legislate for either one or the other 
class, it obeys the laws and does what in its 
judgment is best for the trade of this city. 
We have had this same trouble inthe pork 
trade till we came to understand it. A man 
would cometo me and buy so much pork. I 
would deliver him what he bought, and then 
he would come and say he wanted such-and- 
such a particular kind of pork, and the reply 
would be: ‘Very well; but you must 
give me twenty-five cents more 
forit.’ If people want special grades, they 
must pay special prices forthem. They can’t 
expect an Exchange to wait upon the con- 
tracts of any man, when it is getting a ques- 
tion for the whole trade.”’ 

The material for a test case has already 
been made. ie Sherry, who represents 
the firm of Gill & Fisher, bought No. 2 
wheat from J. C. MacGinnitie. A 
tender was made of the new No. 2, 
which Sherry refused to receive, and the case 
will probably be taken up at once. 

The following petition was numerously 
signed to-day and will be presented to the 
board immediatelv:

Exchange: 

Referring to our petition of the 6th inst. 
we would again respectfully but firmly soli- 
cit a hearing regarding the matter of change 
in the standard grades of wheat. The subject 
is one of such importance to the whole trade 
that it merits attention, which we feel conti- 
dent your honorable body will grant. 

A prominent miller who is a member of the 
wheat inspection committee is getting signa- 
tures to a declaration by other members of 
the committee that they were mistaken when 
they made the present grade.

The Letter Carrier Won’t Speak—Judge 
Jones Says He Will Institute 
Suits.

Ellen Mangan fs the 
jume of the laundress, and as 
her story has not been heard 
| POST-UDISPATCH reporter called this morn- 


ing at the Haseltine residence, 2731 Pine 
and inquired for Ellen Mangan. 


Jie door was opened by a female domestic 
ni middie age, who invited the reporter 
io a seat and disappeared. After 
slapse of several minutes a good-looking 
voung girl of modest demeanor and attire, 
4 pronounced blonde, approathed from a rear 
doorway and asked the nature of the caller’s 
business stating that her name was Ellen 
Mangan. She betrayed some little nervous- 
nass as if anticipating the character of it but 
upon being questioned her re- 
-ponses were given firmly, distinctly 
and without any hesitation whatever. 

THE LAUNDRYMAID’S STORY. 

“Iho vou know Mr. Amweg, the chorus 
-inver at Uhrig’s Oaye, or a young man ap- 
-wering to the publishedjdescription of him’’”’

was brought here on Tuesday evening by Mr.

JUDGE JONES. 

Judze Wm, C. Jones was accosted this 
morning by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter. and 
isked whether any proceeding would be taken 
in the courts.

(his morning consulting inthe matter. I am 
very much engaged just now or the papers 
would have been drawn up before.

Their own 
statements amount toa confession of judg- 
ment.

I am not 
aware that these young men can claim one 
whit more on the score of respect- 
ible family: connections than my client. 
The whole affair is unfortunate, and it 
seems to me that the foolish conduct of Para- 
more and Haseltine led to its being noised 
abroad and made a subject of discussion 
for everybody.

THE MAMMOTH HOTEL. 


Description and History of the Largest 
Seaside Caravansary in the World. 
From the New York Star. 


The Mammoth Hotel at Rockaway Beach 
threw openits doors at 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning fer business. 

For 120 days there were employed 500 men, 
which is equal to the work of one man for 
(0,000 days, and the same number at night, 
the result of which would be 1,000 men for 
120 days, or one man for 120,000 days. The 
timber used by each gang of laborers was 
130,000 feet per day, or by both day and night 
gangs, 260,000 feet, footing up for 120 daysto 
31,200,000 feet. In shingling the building 
3,000 bundles of cedar shingles were used, 
covering an area of 12,000 square feet. There 
is, by actual measurement, thirty miles of 
water pipe and nearly the same amount of 
gas pipe under ground. 

The hotelis seven stories high, counting 
the basement, and contzxins 1,200 rooms. The 
mam hall is 13*> feet wide throughout. There 
are 22 dining-rooms, the largest being the 
two onthe main floor,. which are 175x120. 
The remaining 20 are private rooms for the 
use of the hotel guests alone. Tothe main 
floor there are 50 entrances, which will be in 
constant use both as means of ingress and 
egress. Thefront piazza is 1,400 feet long 
and 70 feet wide, the awning supports of 
which are of Georgia pine, 18 feet high and 
4 feet in circumference. The piazza at either 
end of the building is 400 feet long and 56 
feet wide. The kitchen in the rear of the 
hotel is 140x160 feet, and is fitted upin the 
most modern style. There are 22 steam 
tables, and room enough in the ranges to 
vook, as a colorea employe observed, ‘‘for the 
whole of the Beach.”’ There is but one chim- 
ney to the building, which is built entirely of 
brick and is 150 feet high and 100 feet in cir- 
cumference. 

Between the breakwater and the hotel 
will be a boulevard 100 feet wide and three 
miles long. Directly faeing the hotel and in 
the center of the boulevard wil! be erected 
the musicstand. The grounds will be laid 
out similarly to those of Manhattan and 
Brighton hotels at Coney Island with flower 
beds. On either side of the music stand will 
be erected fountains, whicb will be supplied 
with fresh water. One feature worthy of 
note isthe fireproof staircases, which will 
defy the fire, and it is said by the builder 
that should the entire building be on fire and 
burn down, every staircase in the hotel would 
remain standing. 

The sewerage system is supposed to tbe 
perfect. , Three miles of pipe have been laid, 
two miles of which extend intothe bay. The 
refuse will be discharged by hydraulic pres- 
sure and carried out to see by each receding 
tide. 

The bathing pavilion to the north of the 
hote]) when completed will accommodate 1,000 
bathers, but as itis now it can accommodate 
but one-half of that number. It will be two 
stories high, and the sexes will be kept en- 
tirely separate. 

Deaths From Vaccination. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


In Plains township, adjoining Wilkesbarre, 
there have been several deaths within the 
past week from erysipelas, caused by vaccin- 
ation with a scab, and several others are suf- 
fering from the terrible disease from the 
Same cause,some of them being ina very 
critical condition. One young lady, the 
daughter of a well-known citizen, bright, 
beloved and only 16, was buried yesterday. 
She was vaccMmated in the way mentioned on 
the 15th ult. The doctor, alleging that the 
first operation was a failure. repeated 
it on the 18th, only three days later, and on 
the 20th she took to her bed, from which she 
never got up again alive. The erysipelas 
traveled frst down her arm, then to her neck 
and thence down the entire front of her per- 
son and one of ner lower limbs. She was 
delirious part of the time, and at others suf- 
fered intensely. When she diea her body 
was one mass of festering corruption. Two 
young children named Smith and Barnes died 
from the same cause. The father of the 
former, Frank Smith,is now covered with 
erysipelas sores and critically ill. An engin- 
eer named Maiden had a narrow escape from 
death. Atonetime it wasthought his arm 
would have to be amputated, <A_ butcher’s 
wife had her arm so swelled up that the pres- 
sure beneath burst the skin, and she writhed 
in torment.

A RICH MAN'S SON. 


The Indefinite Identity of Louder- 
man’s Assassin. 


A Reason for Ex-Officer Wolf's 
Remarkable Reticence.

The Preparations for the Inquest to be 
Held This Afternoon.

“J should like to be where a reporter 
couldn’t find me for a month,’’ Capt. Hueb- 
ler. the Acting Chief, with a tired look, 


said this morning.

Louderman case he replied: ‘“Itisin about 
the same shape as it was yesterday. We are 
getting in everybody who comes under sus- 


picien.”’ 
‘‘Has Wolf made any further revelations?”

WHY WOLF WON’T TALK. 

The police cannot understand Wolf’s reti- 
cence, and they grow stronger and stronger 
in the belief that he knows who shot Louder- 
man, but is resolved upon shielding 
the murderer. The Witnesses who 
are to be brought into Wolf’s 
presenec this afternoon are expected to iden- 
tify him as the man who stood beside Louder- 
man trying to restrain him when the shot was 
fired. They think they have p enty of evidence 
now to sustain this point. If they succeed a 
long step will be taken toward the solution 
of the problem. Why should Wolf show such 
reticence, is a question which becomes im- 
portant in view of the later developmenrts 
that promise to make him one of the party of 
four whostood under the lamp-post when 
Louderman was killed. None of Wolf’s ac- 
quaintances on or off the force give him 
credit for possessing (ualities which would 
fit him to be a successful conspirator in tak- 
ing life. He is restless and talkative, and 
not naturally disposed to sustain any such 
role as be has adopted regarding the cirum- 
stances of Tuesday night. Now 

WHAT IS THE MOTIVE 
for withholding the information which he 
must certainly possess? the officers asked 
themselves. Wolf, according to the part they 
assign him in the tragedy, depending on the 
witnesses across the street, was acting 
the peacemaker, Louderman had 
given a blow and Wolf had 
his band on his shouider with the evident 
intention of preventing any further hostili- 
ties. The man who was struck, or struck at, 
started away, and the fourth member of the 
party was assisting Wolf to prevent a fracas, 
reasoning with the one struck to let the in- 
sult of the blow pass until another time. It 
was futile pacification, for suddenly the mur- 
derer called out loudly enough to be heard 
on the other side of the 
street: “No, Dl give it to him 
now,’’ and, turning back, presentedfa pistol 
and fired. Louderman fell. The murderer 
and his companions ran out Chestnut street 
toward Seventh. Wolf followed them nearly 
to Seventh and then turned back. He pointed 
out the direction the fugitives had taken to 
several parties who are to be brought before 
him this afternoon andthen he came 
back to the body and knelt down 
to see if Louderman was dead. 
Thus far the police have worked out the 
problem relying on a dozen witnesses to dis- 
prove Wolf’s story of having left Louderman 
on Sixth and Market. Now why does Wolf 
refuse to tell who was with him and Louder- 
man? His position cannot be accounted 
for by any fear of conse- 
quences on his part. He desires to 
shield the murderer. He would not do 
this if some rough or worthless character 
had fired the shot. It must be some young 
blood, arich man’s son,and Wolf resiizes 
that he holdsthe secret of the crime and 
whatit may be worth to him. This is the 
way some of the most acute theorists of the 
Police Department talk about the casejto-day. 
THE ARRESTS. 

Since yesterday morning a+ dozen arrests 
have been made, butin nearly every case the 

risoner is some one of suspicious character, 

own to have been in the immediate vicin- 
itv about the timeoftne murder. Sixth and 
Market is a rendezvous at unreasonable 
hours for the hoodlum element, and the dis- 
reputable who were about there late Tues- 
day night are considered under a 
cloud until the real age veel 
of the crime can be named. There 
seems tobe much credit given to the new 
theory thatthe man Wolfis shielding by his 
silence one of more than ordinary conse- 
quence. Louderman was a member, un- 
woriby it is true, of a wealthy family. Wolf's 
people had been well-to-do, and he had a 
numerous acquaintance with the young men 
of social position but sportive tendencies. 
There is nothing more naturalthan that the 
unknown associates of Louderman and the 
prisoner belonged to the so-called better 
classes and were out ona lark. Wolf has 
been poor of late. Reared with expensive 
tastes, and notinclined to steady application 
in any direction, he has__ felt 
keenly the need of money. May he 
not have reasoned, ‘‘Hereis something better 
than a gold mine to me if those boys can get 
awav’’? There was no strong personal 
friendship for Louderman to prompt him to 
be active in furthering the cause of justice. 
So he kept silent, and, running the risk of 
punishmentas accessory to the crime, he stall 
refuses to reveal the murderer. Of course 
this all depends upon his positive identifica- 
tion as one of the four men present at the 
shooting. 

THE INQUEST. 

At 20’clock this afternoon the usual pre- 
liminaries of securing a Coroner’s jury and 
viewing the body were begun by Coroner 
Frank. The principal witnesses summoned 
are George Craig, James Carey, J. Mosely, 
Cliff Sanders, Officers McKernan and MeNa- 
mee, Jobn Eagan of the Canterbury, John C.

The Institution in the Hands of Work- 
men Who Are Mending Defects. 

A force of locksmiths and blacksmiths ‘re 
busy at work at the jail, which is now t.nder- 
going partial repairs. The funds arg drawn 
from the jail repair fund,which is ju‘ now ata 
low ebb, and consequently the repairs will be 


more for use than .beauty, and will be no 
more extensive than 1s absolutely necessary. 
The tunnels of the heating apparatus have 
been thoroughly exarained and the 
principal defects in the construction have 
been remedied. All the windows on the out- 
side have been examined and those that are 
poorly constructed have been mended. The 
iron in the floor of one or two of the cells 
was perfectly useless and could be broken off 
with the fingers. The cell from which Mor- 
rison and Higgins escaped was eXamined and 
a piece of the iron taken to the Jailer’s 
office.

While still a student he 
enlisted in a company raised in Cooper 
county in the Mexican War, and, though the 
voungest of the volunteers, Was chosen cap- 
tain. The company was mustered into 
service under Capt. Robert Campbell. 
In 1847 Capt. Stephens completed his legal 
studies and entered upon the practice of law 
at Boonville, which he pursued steadily. In 
1857 he became a partner of George G. Vest, 
now United States Senator, and the firm was 
only dissolved by the breaking out of the war. 


} Vest went south and Capt. Stephens spent 


much of bis time at Washington, where he 
practiced atthe bar of the Ceurt of Claims and 
the Supreme Coart. in 1864 un affection of 
the throat forced him torelinquish his pro- 
fession. Previous tothe war he had been a 
member of the banking house of William H. 
Trigg & Co., of Boonville. The war caused a 
dissolution, and after Capt. Stephens 
gave up the law he established a private 
bank at Boonville. This in 1865 was changed 
to the Central National) Bank, which 
became one of the solid tinancial 
institutions of the central part of the State. 

Taking strong opposition to the Drake Con- 
stitution, Capt. Stephens in 1866 became, for 
the first time, a candidate for office. He can- 
vassed Cooper, Morgan and Moniteau coun- 
ties forthe State Senate, but, though run- 
ning ahead of his ticket, was defeated, owing 
to the proscription prevailing. In 1872 Capt. 
Stephens was one of the prominent candidates 
for Governor before the convention which 
nominated Silas Woodson. Since then 
his name has been mentioned in con- 
nection with the United States Senate, 
but he has devoted his attention rather to 
his private affairs than to politics. It was to 
a great extent through his support that 
the Boonville branch railroad was built. The 
line remained under his control, and is now 
being extenced southwardly. Capt. Stephens 
was twice married, his first wife being Mis-~ 
Martha Gibson, of Boonville. In June, 1877, 
Capt. Stevens was married to Miss Jones 
at Trinity Church, St. Louis, and went upon 
an extended European trip.
